his fate. 
After three hours in his 
prison, he managed to break a hole 
through the side of the car, and his 
cries arrested 
the attention of 
a 
..passing freight crew, who released 
^ him. 


EMller’s hands were badly lacer­ 
ated in his attempts to break out of 
his prison. 
He also 
mourns the 
loss of $18.30, 
a 
portion 
of his 
month's salary. 
The loss to the 
company amounted to $i 1.80. 
‘ Tt was shortly after 12 o ’clo c k ,” 
said F’uller, 
‘ ^vhen I 
closed 
the 
large ticket window, and 
receiving 
word from Sedalia that there would 
be no trains to report for an hour I 
decided to rest. 
I [ilaccd my coat 
on the table near the instrument for 
a pillow and was in a doze when 
some one rattled the window where 
the trainmen received their orders. 
I asked what was wanted and 
the 
reply came back, 
‘T ickets.’ 
I re­ 
plied that there would be no more 
trains for passengc rs until early 
in 
in the morning, and went to sleep 
again. 
“ Soon afterward the big wimlow 
was raised and, glancing down over 
my 
feet, 
I 
saw 
four 
revolvers 
pointed at me. 
Each revolver was 
held by an ugly looking character, 
with slouch hat and a rag or hand­ 
kerchief over the lower portion of 
his face. 
I was ordered to throw 
up my hands. 
I did so, 
when the 
spokesman of the party told one of 
his companions to 
crawl 
through 
the window. 
While he was crawl­ 
ing through they made me keep my 
hands above my head. 
“ When the robber had landed in 
the office he covered me with a re­ 
volver 
while 
the 
others 
crawled 
through. 
Making me stand up, one 
of the four went through my clothes 
and took $18.30 out of my pocket. 
Not satisfied with this, one of them 
grabbed my watch, but 1 begged for 
the return of the timepiece and it 
was handed back. 
Pointing to a 
drawer near the 
operating 
table, 
they made me cross the room and 
open It. 
Innding nothing there the 
robbers forced me over to the till 
n^ear the ticket window, which they 
made me open and 
they 
secured 
$11.80 of the com pany’s mone)u 
“ Attention was then turned to the 
safe and I was ordered to open it. 
I told them that the combination 
w^as not given to night men and that 
there was nothing in the sate a n y ­ 
way. 
T hey did not believe me and 
told me that unless I would open it 
they 
would smash it open. 
The 
safe 
was 
not 
touched, 
however. 
Opening the door of the office 1 
was shoved out and informed that 1 
was to be 
imprisoned 
in a 
car. 
Only one car was standing on the 
sidetrack and it was a ("ontinental 
refrigerator, and airtight at that.” 
Fuller then related how he was 
imprisoned and stated that he built 
a fire in the car, 
but the smoke 
nearly smothered him. 
After three 
hours of work with a battering ram 
he was released.

TR AILED BY ASSASSINS. 


The 9 u(‘(*r 'Falo Told by a (dtizoii ol the 
Hi‘] mblii‘ of Fraiiet*. 


One of the prisoners in the ] >o- 
lice court this morning was an odd 
character, who gave his name as 
Henry T. Camus, 
who, if not al­ 
ready a fit subject for 
the insane 
asylum, ought to be carefully watch­ 
ed by the police authorities. 
Camus is a citizen of Fancc, hav­ 
ing been born near the city of Paris 
twenty-eight years ago. 
He came 
to this country five years ago and 
has since then been tramping over 
the United States, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. 
The I'rench 
tram¡) 
is 
laboring 
under a strange hallucination. 
He 
claims 
that 
agents 
of 
power­ 
ful families in France are follow­ 
ing him from place to place and 
preventing 
him 
from 
obtaining 
work at his trade of house 
painter, 
ddiese agents, Camus says, are 
in­ 
structed 
to 
assassinate 
him 
and 
they have made suveral attemjits on 
his life. 
M'hile 
in 
Mexico 
these 
hired 
agents, 
Camus claims, 
seized tlie 
tramp and iliing liim down a 
100- 
feel embankment. 
In San Francis­ 
co they fired several shots at him 
and he barely escaped with liis life 
from the fusilaAle ot bullets. 
Fast 
d'hursday 
Camus, 
shortly 
after his arrival in this city, 
sent a 
long account of the way he w’as being 
persecuted to the French minister in 
Washington 
demanding that 
the 
republic of France make an invesii 
gation of how he was being trailed 
by 
hired 
assassins 
and 
pro­ 
tect 
him 
from 
further 
assaults. 
Camus was fearful that his enemies 
would get hold of his precious doc­ 
ument and he had it registered, by 
Postmaster Hart. 
‘ ‘My peojile in France,” saitl C a ­ 
mus to a D emocrat reporter, 
‘ ‘be­ 
long to the laboring class and I am 
a poor 
man, 
but 
I 
believe 
the 
French minister will make an in­ 
vestigation of my case and send a 
detective out here to make 
inqui­ 
ries. 
You Americans jail me, but 
my government will ] )rotect me, if I 
am a poor man, from assassins.” 
Canuis was arrested for keeping 


with lead. 
The men then entered 
the house and fired more shots into 
the body. 
Guards, 
who 
were a 
short distance away, came up and 
the 
mob 
lied. 
The 
guards gave 
pursuit, at the same time firing on 
the fieeing men, 
who returned the 
fire. 
The battle w’as furious. None 
of the parties were shot, 
but this 
morning Sheriff Morrow’ and a ] 'osse 
went 
out 
and 
succeeded 
in 
ar­ 
resting three miners against whom 
they claim to have evidence of hav- 
ing participated in the assassina­ 
tion. 
The men in jail are Connie 
Sullivan, Jere Hillman, (white), Jem 
Driver, (colored). 
A mass meeting 
of miners w’as held yesterday after­ 
noon at Pratt mines. 
The arrest of 
the miners w’as denounced in bitter 
terms. 
Chat Coleman, a negro who 
has been assisting in getting up ne­ 
groes to w’ork 
in 
miners’ places, 
w’lll be tried at Pratt today on 
a 
charge 
of 
carrying 
concealed 
w’eapons. Sheriff Alorrow’ and jiosse 
went out at an early this morning to 
jirotect the negro. 
Kxtra 
guards 
are now’ on duty at iVatt, as other 
attacks are expected at anv moment.
